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Two Angry Men 

Federal judge and plaintiffs’ lawyer battle in county- 

government retiree benefits case 


I t’s with sound reason most lawyers 
practicing inside Orange County’s 
Ronald Reagan Federal Courthouse 
adopt a submissive stance with the four 
men and one woman who sit on the 

bench. Like all fed¬ 
eral judges, these 
individuals have 
been appointed to 
their lofty posi¬ 
tions for life by 
U.S. presidents 
and wield tremen¬ 
dous powers. But 
the judges aren’t 
robots rendering 
identical 
rulings. 

Their mind¬ 
sets and personalities—which 
vary greatly inside this stately, 

10-story, Santa Ana federal build¬ 
ing-can sway the outcome of 
important criminal and civil 
cases. Indeed, it’s not rare when 
judges privately cringe at a col¬ 
league’s decision. 

But there’s one brave—or, argu¬ 
ably, foolish—lawyer I’ve wit¬ 
nessed defy conventional wisdom 
when it comes to genuflecting 
to a U.S. District Court judge: 

Michael R Brown, a veteran, 
Seattle-based solo practitioner. 

Brown isn’t one of those lawyers 
who arrive at court wearing torn 
sneakers and a wrinkled suit. The 
feisty, articulate UC Davis School 
of Law graduate resembles a 
high-priced, elite attorney who, 
as he has done, served as a clerk 
for two federal judges. He has 
built an impressive career spe¬ 
cializing in retirement-benefits 
litigation and, in May 2012, 
received honors from California 
Lawyer Magazine and the chief 
justice of the California Supreme Court. 

Half a decade ago. Brown took a case 
in Orange County that would put him 
on an ugly collision course with U.S. 
District Court Judge Andrew J. Guil¬ 
ford, a 2006 George W. Bush appointee. 
Guilford’s background includes a suc¬ 
cessful civil practice in Costa Mesa, 
where he earned a reputation for an 
endearing personality, keen intellect 
and a willingness to donate pro bono 
legal work for the indigent. He served 
as president of the nonprofit Public 
Law Center, as well as the State Bar of 
California. In his most publicized trial, 
former Sheriff Mike Carona’s corrup¬ 
tion case, the judge sent a much-needed 
signal to powerful politicians and police 
officials that slimy ethics risk serious 
prison time. 

Despite both Guilford and Brown 


earning undergraduate degrees from 
UCLA, the roots of their clash can be 
traced back to 2008, when the Orange 
County Board of Supervisors imple¬ 
mented a three-pronged plan to shift 
medical-benefit costs from the county 
to nearly 12,000 government retirees. 
One of those controversial actions 
involved moving retirees from the same 
insurance pool used by younger, cur¬ 
rent employees. Supervisors said the 
changes reduced the government’s sub¬ 
stantial, unfunded liabilities. 

The poster face of a runaway gov¬ 
ernment-benefit system is Carona, who 
was arrested by the FBI and IRS at the 


age of 53 and got sentenced to prison 
for 66 months for cheating the public. 
The sheriff-turned-felon has never 
stopped receiving an inflation-adjusted, 
$21,000-per-month government pay- 
check—and won’t until he dies. The same 
board that helped land Carona a sweet¬ 
heart deal decided it had the authority 
to slash benefits for less-powerful, low- 
income retirees. 

To Brown, the Republican supervi¬ 
sors’ cost shifting wasn’t just immoral. 
They also violated deals that enticed 
county employees to retire with certain 
guaranteed benefits in exchange for the 
workers giving as much as $200 mil¬ 
lion in past concessions. For example, 
under the new plan, retirees older than 
65—such as plaintiffs Gaylan Harris 
of Mission Viejo, Jerry Jahn of Tustin 
and Jim McConnell of Huntington 


Beach, all of whom served the county 
for more than 30 years—saw a 50 per¬ 
cent increase in their monthly insur¬ 
ance premiums. According to Brown, 
the county breached a valid, implied 
benefits contract and committed illegal 
age discrimination by singling out older 
retirees for huge rate increases. 

But Guilford doesn’t see it that way. 
He rejects the age angle as meritless 
and says the county’s contracts with 
employees did not contain clauses 
that block supervisors from altering 
benefits. At least twice he considered 
the retirees’ complaints and dismissed 
them—but he allowed Brown chances 
to amend the lawsuit to address defects 
the judge considered fatal. The lawyer 
appealed; in a 7-0 vote, the California 
Supreme Court essentially gave Brown 
a third shot. In late April, the judge 
rejected the third amended complaint 
and a month later refused Brown’s 


motion for reconsideration, writing “the 
interests of justice” required an end to 
the case. 

The lawyer-judge clash developed 
into a bitter feud. Brown filed a May 13 
recusal motion against Guilford because 
“any reasonable person” would “ques¬ 
tion his impartiality and his ability 
to fairly continue to preside over this 
litigation.” The lawyer’s complaints 
included: the judge refused to consider 
material facts resulting in “clear error” 
in rulings; he unfairly “chastised” the 
attorney because another law firm 
called Brown’s appeal a “victory” over 
the judge; Guilford mocked him being 
named California Lawyer of the Year 
as “some sort of award”; he scheduled 
a short-noticed 7 a.m. hearing in Santa 
Ana, knowing county lawyers were 
close but that he had to fly in from Seat¬ 


tle; and he “[applied] ... local rules in 
[a] blatantly selective manner [that] is 
clear evidence of at least the appearance 
of bias in favor of [the supervisors].” 

The recusal motion further declared, 
“Judge Guilford indulged in an extended 
tirade [during a May 7 hearing], level¬ 
ing multiple charges against Mr. Brown. 

... Judge Guilford’s harangue went on 
for as long as 45 minutes before Mr. 
Brown was not given an opportunity to 
respond.” 

To the plaintiffs’ lawyer, Guilford 
is callous to the plight of the retirees, 
as underscored by the judge allegedly 
prolonging a key decision in the case 
for 14 months while “nearly 1,000 
retirees [class-action members in the 
lawsuit] died waiting for a fair hearing 
of this claim.” 

I attended the showdown hear¬ 
ing and saw a peeved judge and an 
equally peeved lawyer. Guilford did 
not accept responsibility for any 
delays. He admitted he found 
Brown “superb in oral argument,” 
but he was troubled by the law¬ 
yer’s attitude and conduct: fil¬ 
ing an avalanche of unnecessary 
papers; sending an obnoxious 
email to his clerk; and calling the 
county’s retained lawyers, includ¬ 
ing Jennifer L. Nock, “third rate” 
and their arguments “idiotic.” 

The suggestion that likely 
unnerved the judge the most, how¬ 
ever, was casting him as a snotty 
elitist. “In my years as a judge, no 
case of the hundreds of cases I have 
had has had a bigger impact on me 
than this case,” Guilford said. “I 
take the claims made by the plain¬ 
tiff in this case extremely seriously. 
... I feel impelled to state that my 
great-grandfather came to this 
country as a janitor.... My father 
was a bus mechanic.... From per¬ 
sonal experience, I am very aware 
of the challenges of people like my 
father to provide for their families, 
to provide insurance.... I want 
to make that clear.... I swore to 
uphold the law, and I’m doing my 
best here to uphold the law.” 

Guilford declined to recuse himself; 
his colleague, James V. Selna, backed 
the decision. “Even if [Guilford’s] 
remarks evidenced annoyance, dis¬ 
satisfaction or even anger, it is clear 
that those remarks were directed to 
counsel and the innuendo that the 
judge was uncaring and callous,” Selna 
declared. “A reasonable person would 
not conclude [Guilford] was biased [in 
the case].” 

On June 6, Guilford formally ended 
the lawsuit, declaring that the plain¬ 
tiffs “recover nothing.” But the war 
might not be over. Upset that death has 
depleted the class-action pool by 4,000 
people during five years of litigation, 
a relentless Brown is asking the Ninth 
Circuit Court of Appeals to quickly 
overturn Guilford’s ruling.

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KEN MiyOSHI IS THE MAN 
BEHIND DHANGE CDUNTTS 
IMPORT-CAR-SHOW 
SOOCOLTURE-AND NOW 
WANTS TO REEOEL IT

A naheim, 1997. The convention cen¬ 
ter was packed with young Asian 
American men, their hair spiked 
like Street Fighter characters and 
clothes spritzed with Cool Water 
cologne. “C.R.E.A.M.” by Wu-Tang 
Clan blared through the speakers. At every 
turn, camera flashes popped at girls wearing 
cleavage-baring minidresses, sky-high heels 
and colored contact lenses as they posed 
next to cars that glimmered under display 
lights. Inside rows of canopy tents, vendors 
talked about body kits, three-piece wheels 
and power exhausts that could make any 
vehicle louder, stronger, faster. 

In the middle of the frenzy, Ken Miyoshi 
stood next to his baby, a 1991 Honda CRX 
he had been perfecting for months. It was 
a work of sheer brilliance, a supercar that 
could fly across a drag-race track and still 
make it back in time to wash up and win a 
beauty contest. Showgoers crowded around 
the customized ride, gawking and snapping 
photos of its low-slung body, turbocharged 
V16 engine, candy-coated tail lights, hidden 
push-button door handles, aluminum tin- 
work and aqua-blue paint job that sparkled 
like the sea.

Guys walked up to him, awestruck, and 
asked what it was like to drive. 

Miyoshi recalls his response. “It’s bet¬ 
ter than sex,” he had said with a smirk. 

The 25-year-old DJ and nightclub pro¬ 
moter had created Import Showoff just 
three years earlier and beamed at its suc¬ 
cess. More than a car show, it was the pre¬ 
mier gathering place for new-generation 
Asian Americans—DJs, skaters, rappers 
and anyone else who wanted to be seen. 

“It became an outlet for Asians, a place for 
them to show off their appeal,” Miyoshi 
now says. “Tf you want to prove your skills 
on the turntables, go ahead. If you think 
you’re pretty and want to pose next to cars, 
go ahead. If you think you’re the best dance 
crew and want to show off, go ahead!” 

Nearly two decades later, Miyoshi 
looks at a photograph of his legendary 
race car splashed on the cover of an old 
Turbo Magazine, one he dug out of a 
dusty cardboard box at a Rancho Domin¬ 
guez storage unit filled with memories of 
past events. He glances at the headline 
in bold block letters: “CR-Xcel: Wicked 
Power, Wild Looks.” Glossed onto the 
hood of the car is the show’s yellow-dia¬ 
mond logo with the motto “The first. The 
original. The finest. Showoff: Since 1994.” 

It’s a declaration he still clings to. Now 
40 and living in Huntington Beach, Miyo¬ 
shi is the godfather of the import-car- 
show scene, a Southern California-bred 
subculture that has sped into the main¬ 
stream, spawning films such as the Fast 
and Furious franchise, the import model¬ 
ing industry (as depicted in the reality 
web series Roll Models), a crop of tuning 
companies and a car-show formula that 
is still followed today. He also claims he 
was the one who introduced the motor- 
sport phenomenon known as drifting to 
the United States. Miyoshi has weathered 
legions of imitators, rejection, financial 
hardships and disillusionment to arrive at 
his latest mission: refueling an era, one he 
believes is fading away. 

This Saturday, he hosts his next show, 
Ni^i Showoff, at which 300 cars will 
gath^rdnLos Angeles’ Little Tokyo. But 
that’s only^th^eginning. 

“I’m gonna pitW^fis thing back 
together,” he says oftlts^c^d CRX, now 
disassembled, with parts scattec^d * 


“bajito y suavecito” lowrider cruisers built 
by Mexican-Americans in East Los Ange¬ 
les barrios. Instead, they were souping up 
Japanese imports—Honda Civics, Acura 
Integras and Toyota Supras. There was 
something alluring about the economy 
sport coupes, once scoffed at by industry 
professionals as roller skates with engines. 
They were blank canvases spilling with 
potential. As one enthusiast on online car 
forum FT86Club.com wrote, “It was the 
underdog that the under-the-radar enthu¬ 
siast would buy because they knew the car 
had the potential to beat out the supercars 
at a fraction of the price.” 

The obsession began in the late 1970s 
with a clan of Japanese American boys 
who’d drool over the pages of Option, a 
Japanese-language car-tuning magazine 
that could only be found at a few book¬ 
stores and markets. “That was the Bible, 
even though most guys couldn’t even read 
the words,” Miyoshi says. They’d follow 
car-modifying trends in Japan, where hot¬ 
rod tribes known as hashiriya roared across 
highways and expressways. In the States, 
cars and parts imported from Japan were 
referred to as JDM (Japanese Domestic 
Market) or simply imports. Outsiders often 
called them rice rockets or rice burners, 
though some JDM fans believed those 
terms to be derogatory, as “rice” described 
garish modifications that had nothing to do 
with actual performance (think coffee-can¬ 
sized mufflers and eight fog lights). 

Miyoshi—tall and stocky, with a booming

voice and laid-back street style—was born in 
Japan and raised in the Philippines until he 
was 12 (his father made a living exporting 
frozen cuttlefish), when his family settled 
in Cerritos. In junior high, he had a friend 
whose older brother was a member of 
Shoreline Racing out of Long Beach, one 
of the first import-car teams to emerge. 
Miyoshi would drool over his Toyota 
Celica. “I idolized him,” he says. 

At 17, Miyoshi got his first car: a 1984 
Mazda RX-7 in gunmetal gray. His par-

throughout the storage unit. “I may not 
be the fastest, but I’m bringing back his¬ 
tory.

The endeavor is one of personal 
redemption. Showoff celebrates its 20th 
anniversary next year, and Miyoshi is now 
rallying old-school fans to remember the 
good ol’ days—and keep them going. 

He’s in the driver’s seat once again. 

“I’m going back to the roots,” he says. 


C ompton, early 1990s. Around mid¬ 
night on Friday and Saturday nights, 
they’d congregate on Maria Street, 
a seemingly endless strip of asphalt 
sandwiched between vacant indus¬ 
trial buildings. Nearly 600 cars from 
Little Saigon to South Bay to the San Gabriel 
Valley would roll in with amber lights and 
tinted windows tattooed with logo decals, 
ready to hurtle down the makeshift track at 
heart-stopping rates. Some guys raced for 
wagers, others for bragging rights. All did it 
for the love of speed. 

Corolla GTSs against Mazda RX-7s. 
Toyota MR2s battling Nissan SOOZXs. Two 
vehicles at a time. Machine vs. machine. 

From the starting line, they’d zoom 
into the darkness, their tires squealing 
and engines buzzing like angry locusts, 
leaving behind a puff of exhaust and a 
hollering crowd. 

Miyoshi first experienced the insanity 
as a 15-year-old kid riding shotgun with his 
older brother, Shige, who drove a Datsun 
200SX injected with nitrous oxide (a gas¬ 
eous liquid that increases horsepower that’s 
also known as “juice,” “squeeze,” “fast gas,” 
“spray” and NOS). Attendees would stay out 
until they saw sunshine or sirens—which¬ 
ever came first. A volunteer holding a CB 
radio was in charge of looking out for cops 
and alerting the masses when to escape to 
nearby Ana Street. ‘When you’d see one 
guy scrambling into a car, you’d suddenly 
see 600 people scrambling into their cars,” 
Miyoshi recalls. “It was crazy. You’d get a 
natural high just being there.” 

Young men have been transfixed with 
tweaking and tuning cars since the days of 
American Grajfiti. And Southern

ents paid for half, and he scraped up the 
rest of the money by working as a D J. He 
joined a car team called Pacific Power and 
would spend many nights revving up rac¬ 
ers from other parts of town—the West- 
siders, which included South Bay groups, 
and Eastsiders, comprised of guys from 
San Gabriel Valley—on roads in Terminal 
Island near Long Beach, Sylmar, Ontario 
and beyond. “Back then, it was about 
speed,” Miyoshi says. “It was kind of like 
a car gang, but not in a violent way. Basi¬ 
cally, it was about who’s faster.” 

In the early 1990s, the scene acceler¬ 
ated with guys who lived and breathed 
for their road machines, foregoing prom, 
parties and sometimes food so they’d 
have more cash for upgrades. (Miyoshi 
says he knew of people who only went to 
college so they could get a loan and use 
the money to buy more parts.) For many 
young men, some who had been caught 
up with drugs and gangs, the passion 
offered a sense of purpose and, for the 
first time, an identity. 

“It gave the Asian American commu¬ 
nity credibility and something to brag 
about,” says Eddie Kim, founder and 
owner of Dynamic Autosports in Santa 
Ana. “Every culture had its thing—blacks, 
Hispanics—yet we were always stereo¬ 
typed as nerds or sushi chefs. Finally, 
there was an industry where we were the 
leaders. Other guys looked to us as role 
models and wanted to get our approval. 
They’d ask, ‘Should I buy this? Is it cool to 
do this?’ It was a turning point.” 

Kim’s shop, which originated in Irvine, 
was one of the first in Southern California 
to specialize in aftermarket products for 


Arts Center in downtown Los Angeles. 
Standing in the cool air on the balcony 
amidst cocktail-fueled flirtations and 
cigarette smoke, he noticed something 
happening down in the parking lot. Guys 
would roll up in their spotless, tuned- 
up cars and rev their engines until the 
crowds in line turned their heads. Then 
they would drive away and return at the 
end of the night, just as partiers spilled 
out the doors. 

“I would see it every week,” Miyoshi 
says. “I was like, ‘Wait a minute. These 
guys drive by, hang out, try to holler at 
girls and be in the scene.’ I was making 
money off admission at the door. I wasn’t 
making money off them. So I wondered, 
‘How can I capitalize on this?”’ 

That’s when he got the idea to put it 
all under one roof—the guys, the cars, the 
girls, the swagger. He tossed the concept 
around with the guys on his car team, 
who simply shook their heads. “They 
were like, ‘Wait a minute, Ken. So you’re 
gonna charge guys to park their cars 
inside a building, and then you’re gonna 
charge their friends and their friends’ 
friends to pay to go look at their cars? It’s 
not gonna happen.’” 

But Miyoshi pressed on. “I was gonna 
make it work if it killed me,” he says. The 
event would be called Import Showoff 
and would be an opportunity for tuners to 
compete for bragging rights and cash. 

For Miyoshi, it was an opportune time. 
In 1993, while picking up a friend at 24 
Hour Fitness in his new Supra, he left his 
keys in the ignition as he ran to knock on 
the window. In those few seconds, a man 
drunk and on drugs jumped into his car 
and drove it through a wall in front of 
the Bellflower police station. “My whole 
world went blank,” he says. 

After fighting with his insurance com- 
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import cars (parts that don’t come from the 
original factory), which previously could 
only be special-ordered from Japan. Guys 
from Los Angeles and beyond could stop in 
to pick up Neuspeed Race springs, GReddy 
BL exhaust systems, adjustable cam gears 
and short shifters while, at the same time, 
have their cars lowered to the ground. 

Miyoshi was one of the die-hards, 
hanging out in garages when he wasn’t 
in class at Cypress College or deejaying 
events. On Saturday nights, he worked as 
a promoter for nightclubs such as Variety 


pany, Miyoshi was granted $12,500 for 
the loss. He knew what to do with the 
money. “I was thinking, ‘Am I gonna get 
another Supra and be paranoid, or am I 
gonna do what I want to do and not ask, 
‘What if?”’ 

He decided to put down a deposit at the 
Los Angeles County Fairplex in Pomona, 
but getting approval for the event was 
more challenging than he expected. A 
couple of years earlier, a gang brawl 
erupted at a lowrider car show there that 
left one dead and several injured. “Right 
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when I said, ‘fixed- 
up cars,’ they shut me 
down,” Miyoshi recalls. 

Around the same time, 
young Asian American men 
with fixed-up sports cars were 
being targeted by authorities, par¬ 
ticularly in Orange County. According to 
Dan Tsang, a UC Irvine radio-show host. 
Fountain Valley police kept a “mug book” 
filled with names and Polaroids of those 
whom they suspected of being gang mem¬ 
bers or “gang associates.” Anyone who 
wore baggy clothes or had a car decked 
with fiashy stickers, clear headlights and 
other modifications was seen as a threat. 
“They called it ‘vigorous law enforce¬ 
ment,’” Tsang says. 

Miyoshi finally got the go-ahead for 
his event after agreeing to rent metal 
detectors and let officials prescreen 
each car submitted. He had about four 
months to get everything together. For 
help with promoting the event, he turned 
to his buddies at Cypress College, a rag¬ 
tag group of D Js, former gang members 
and car fanatics who’d often ditch class 
to play Pusoy Dos, or Filipino Poker, in 
a spot on campus they called “the pit.” 

He photographed their cars to feature 
on fliers that he handed out at clubs and 
placed on cars at a popular drag race 
called Battle of the Imports in Palmdale. 
A flood of completed applications arrived 
in the mail. “I would look at the entries 
and be like, ‘Whoa, this is nice,”’ he says. 
“These were the cars I wanted. I knew I 
was onto something.” 

I n March 1995, about 3,500 people and 
220 cars showed up for the big event. 
For car fans, it was the first chance to 
see the vehicles up close—really see 
them, rather than watching them pass 
by on a dark street. Non Fujita’s gun- 
metal RX-7. RJ de Vera’s white Integra. 
An iconic silver Veilside Supra. 

“It was like going to a museum and seeing 
everyone’s masterpieces,” says Ron Bergen- 
holtz, whose ’91 Acura Integra was put on 
display. “You’d walk around and say, ‘Oh, I 
like how he did his headlights.’ It was very 
much like looking at art.” 

Dazed and exhausted, Miyoshi stum¬ 
bled up to the skybox to take a breath, 
gazing at the cars and crowd down 


below. “That was the 
most amazing feeling,” he 
says. “I felt like a pyroma- 
niac at a bonfire.” 

After it was all over, he was so 
overwhelmed that he locked himself 
in his room for three days to decom¬ 
press.

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would later call Miyoshi one of the “leg¬ 
ends in the game/’ writing that he “took a 
hobby and without knowing it, changed 
the way America saw Japanese cars, 
resculpting the automotive aftermarket 
landscape forever.” 

Though it wasn’t long before Miyoshi 
started facing competitors—or, as he calls 
them, “carbon copies.” Other import-car 
shows entered the scene, most notably. 
Hot Import Nights (HIN) based in New¬ 
port Beach. Founded in 1998, HIN was 
massive, fusing cars, electronic music, 
videogames and go-go dancers with big- 
name sponsors such as XM Satelite Radio, 
Hanes and Rockstar energy drinks. Hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of attendees would 
flock to sites such as Verizon Wireless 
Amphitheater in Irvine. 

HIN representatives gave Miyoshi a 
proposition. He recalls the conversation: 
“We met at RF. Chang’s at the Irvine Spec¬ 
trum, where they sat me down and said, 
‘We’re getting a lot of momentum. We’d 
like to buy you out, or, if you refuse, we’re 
gonna take you up.’ It was the most insult¬ 
ing thing that’s ever been said to me.” 

Miyoshi describes how he sees his 
event compared with HIN. “It’s like if 
you were to compare soft drinks [such as] 
Coca-Cola and Mountain Dew,” he says. 
“When you see a Mountain Dew commer¬ 
cial, it’s guys with a motorcycle jumping 
off things and doing crazy stuff, while 
Coca-Cola is the classic. It doesn’t need 
to be flashy. It’s the original. Nobody can 
take away from the original.” 

Foot traffic at Import Showoff eventu¬ 
ally started dwindling. The core group 
of fans began graduating from college, 
entering the 9-to-5 world and starting 
families, while more car shows popped 
up across the country. “It was just so satu¬ 
rated,” Miyoshi says. “People were like, ‘I 
don’t need to go to this car show because 
there’s one next month anyway.’” 


without losing control. You’re standing on 
the guardrails, and cars going 70 mph will 
come inches away from you. It’s crazy.” 

Back home, while there were guys who 
would drift illegally on Mulholland Drive 
in the Santa Monica mountains, Miyoshi 
wanted to turn the motor sport into a 
real competition. He connected with pro 
drivers in Japan and brought them over 
for an event he called Drift Showoff at 
the Irwindale Speedway. It would be a 
major departure from Import Showoff, a 
pure automotive competition. “No booty¬ 
shaking, no nothing,” Miyoshi says. 

That first event in 2003, Miyoshi says, 
was “mind-blowing.” “At first, there was 
a small line, and then as the competition 
went on, you could see people calling their 
friends, saying, ‘Hey, you gotta come to 
Irwindale. You gotta come to Irwindale.’ 
Pretty soon, there was an hour-and-a-half 
wait to get in.” Falken Tire Corp. signed 
on as the title sponsor. “Everyone said it 
would be the next NASCAR,” Miyoshi says. 

But it never was. Troubles unfolded 
in 2008, when the economy plummeted 
and Falken pulled its sponsorship. Oth¬ 
ers did, too. He wasn’t sure if Showoff 
would continue. 

“I thought that we were of value, but 
everyone who wanted to support me just 
completely turned away,” Miyoshi says. 
“The industry just completely forgot 
about the grassroots movement.” He was 
annoyed at what the scene had become, 
claiming everyone was “ready to jump 
on the next big thing” to make a buck. 

He was annoyed at the Fast and Furious 
Aims, which he says “never portrayed 
our lifestyle.” 

“From the get-go, it was distorted,” 
Miyoshi says. “From the legendary orange 
Supra to the white Jetta—those were 
cars from our car shows. It was corny. 
[The actors] were saying, ‘Oh, you gotta 
put nitrous in, and you gotta squeeze.’ 
They tried to use the lingo but some of 
the lingo was completely off. They were 
talking about parts off a Nissan when 
what they were looking at had nothing to

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He had to come up with a new idea. At 
the time, he’d been traveling back and forth 
to Japan. While there, he encountered 
guys who’d drive out to the open ports or 
mountains and drift, putting their cars into 
slides. “I call it automotive ice skating,” 
Miyoshi says. “You’re trying to lose control 


do with a Nissan. For the guys who were 
actually in the scene, I think they would 
say it was very insulting.” 

Miyoshi decided to take his family back 
to Japan and “reset” himself. He and his 
wife had their first son, and he realized 
he needed to put family first. “I was the 
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doormat so often that I became numb to 
it,” he says. “I got to the point where I 
was like, ‘Fuck it. Fuck it! I’m just gonna 
do my thing, and the people who appreci¬ 
ate it can appreciate it.’” 

But as he sunk into a shell, he began to 
have a realization. “The problem was that 
when I said, ‘fuck it,’ I turned from the 
enthusiasts, too,” Miyoshi says. “I’m one 
of the only people who can become the 
ambassador of the history of the import 
scene. The new generation doesn’t know 
how it started. And if you don’t know 


kids of all ethnicities, peruse the show, 
which is more like a casual meet-up with 
food and music. A mix of vehicles line 
the asphalt—Mercedes, Lamborghinis 
and Volkswagens. 

Miyoshi rolls up in his silver BMW 
3 Series M Conversion, fully converted 
with a supercharger, large wheels and 
full carbon fiber. It’s the first event he’s 
been to in ages. As he steps out of his car, 
people turn around and yell, “Ken!” He’s 
greeted with handshakes and hugs.

your past, you can’t know your future.” 

He decided he would come back, qui¬ 
etly. He started a Facebook page called 
Showoff94.com (and will soon launch 
the actual website), on which he posts 
photos of old magazines, fliers and pho¬ 
tos of the scene’s early days. There’s 
Miss Import Showoff 1998 Linda O’Neil 
sitting on a Powerban Integra and the 
original “swagger wagon,” a mustard- 
yellow Honda Odyssey Turbo by Mommy 
C of Team Kosoku, a group that’s one of 
the greatest infiuencers on the JDM car 
trends seen today. 

It seems to be re-sparking a fire. One 
commenter wrote, “I remember when 
people actually built their own cars 
and fabbed [them] personally. Nowa¬ 
days, [they] just buy one new car and 
order parts and slap ’em on.” Another 
expressed, “Often Imitated, Never Dupli¬ 
cated. O.G. right there. Thank you for 
everything you’ve done for this industry, 
Ken Miyoshi.” 

Today, Miyoshi runs Mainstream Pro¬ 
ductions, which puts on Showoff, and M2 
Tuning, a wheel-accessory brand. He calls 
himself a “car sommelier.” What he wishes 
for is more corporate support and collabo¬ 
ration within the industry. He envisions 
something like the X Games for drifting 
and other motor sports. “My ultimate goal 
is to keep creating,” he says. “But I have 
to start from the bottom up again. I need 
to create a base. The enthusiasts are still 
there, and they’re who will keep it going.” 

est Covina, this summer. On a 
Saturday evening in a restau¬ 
rant-plaza parking lot, cars 
are lined up side-by-side, their 
engines exposed. Teens and 
twenty somethings in baseball 
caps and hoodies, along with families and 


bring him back to the old days. “That’s 
an ’84 Corolla,” he says, pointing 
eagerly. “These were the types of cars 
that everyone was fixing up—the Celi- 
cas.

Eddie Kim of Dynamic Autosports 
says he’s seeing a new movement at his 
Santa Ana shop. The old-school guys 
who dropped out of the scene to move 
on with their lives are trading in their 
Honda Odyssey minivans for something 
else. “They’re building up the cars they 
would have wanted to build back in 
the day if they had the money—the old 
Integras, the Civics, all the stuff from 
the early ’90s,” says Kim, who is 42. “It 
already happened with the muscle-car 
generation. They’re in their 60s and 
retiring and have money, so they’re going 
to auctions to buy the ’50s and ’60s hot 
rods at any price.” 

For Miyoshi, it feels good to be back. 

He spots an old friend, Denny Huang, 
who grew up in the scene. He’s now 41 
and lives in Long Beach. 

“Remember Maria Street?” Miyoshi asks. 

Huang nods. “Aww, man, even if you 
didn’t race, it was fun just running away 
from cops,” he says. “Everything was so 
fast, loud, crazy. I can’t believe we did 
that stuff!” 

They laugh. 

Miyoshi believes that whatever hap¬ 
pens with his future projects, he’s sim¬ 
ply in it for the love of the wheel. “I’m 
doing this now because it’s 100 per¬ 
cent my passion. The O.G.s are saying, 
‘Those were the good ol’ days,’ and it 
revives them. This is like a big, fun proj¬ 
ect. And if I can pass it on to my kids, 
hey, even better.” 

He looks out at the sea of cars and 
smiles. “I just wanna roll.”

The Persistence 
of Thai

S ome restaurant locations in Orange 
County should just be razed, condemned, 
sowed with salt to ensure no one wastes 
hundreds of thousands of dollars on it ever 
again because nothing seems to stick. On 
our Stick a Fork In It blog, Edwin Goei always 
refers to a spot off Newport Boulevard in Jus¬ 
tin that has seen about five eateries come and 
go over five years, everything from Hawaiian 
to Vietnamese crawfish to every Korean culi¬ 
nary trend (barbecue, karaoke, even tacos) 
imaginable. I know of a strip mall in Anaheim 
that saw a Vietnamese dive, a Peruvian place 
and a taquena faW) it currently hosts a Thai 
restaurant that always seems another empty 
weekend away from closure (running a Thai 
dive across the street from Anaheim High 
School, with the legendary MOS II down the 
street? Not smart). 

Then again, some of those Bermuda Tri¬ 
angles eventually find their conqueror. Such 
is the case with Bangkok Spice, operating 
from a small room that saw at least three Thai 
restaurants fail before it set up shop in 2003. 
This area isn't exactly welcoming to Siamese 
newcomers—^the iconic Supatra'sThai Bistro 
is just minutes away down Esperanza Road 
in Yorba Linda, and the shopping plaza where 
Bangkok Spice stands is in a section of Ana¬ 
heim Hills more railroad than cul-de-sacs. But 
the family that runs it has found its groove, 
drawing eaters from around northeast OC and 
nowhere near done with its run. 

The menu is in the higher echelons of 
county Thai fare—all the meals such as 
pineapple fried rice, pad Thais and yellow/ 
red/green curries that suburbanites have 
assimilated, but also next-level challenges 
including green papaya salad (refreshing on 
all spice levels, but best when the heat blasts 
through your sinuses), larb (juicy chicken 
minced so fine it's a miracle the South Coast 
Air Quality Management District hasn't 
demanded eaters consume it while breath¬ 
ing through a filter) and a sweet massamun 
curry heavy on the peanuts. You'll have to 
dig deep into the menu—and do dig, as all of 
Bangkok Spice's dishes come in big portions 
and nuanced, well-balanced flavors—to find 
the one regional specialty: Chu Chee Surprise, 
a red curry spiked with kaffir lime leaves and 
basil. The familiar sweetness of red curry gets 
emboldened with the astringent kaffir lime and 
the aromatic basil, the resultant sauce slath¬ 
ered over a Mekong of veggies, shrimp and 
scallops. May Bangkok Spice see many more 
years in its bunker—now, if it can only share 
the secret of slaying the failure dragon with 
that other place inTustin....

I f the Woods looks like a bar, it’s 
because it’s just that. Imagine a long, 
narrow room the width of three bowl¬ 
ing lanes, lit dimly not for romance or 
mood, but because to have it any brighter 
would be a buzz kill. There’s a digital 
jukebox and plenty of standing room for 
when it gets crowded. Before a certain 
hour. The Woods would be the kind of 
place you slink into after work, have a 
quiet pint at the counter, munch on a 
few complimentary pretzels and then go 
home to the wife. Closer to midnight, the 
bar becomes another star in the constel¬ 
lation of downtown Fullerton’s watering 
holes. Since it’s new, it’s still a couple of 
years away from being labeled a dive, but 
aside from the life-size mural of a leafy 
forest, it already has all the chromo¬ 
somes to be a good, no-nonsense neigh¬ 
borhood tavern. 

The wall-mounted TVs will probably 
half-hypnotize you, and it’s just as well: 
Whatever you decide to eat here, you 
probably shouldn’t start thinking too 
much about it. Know that you will be 
tempted to consume a lot of deep-fried 
food. Most people start with the Buffalo 
wings, and they aren’t unlike every bar 
Buffalo wing you’ve ever had, soaked in 
the same piquant hot sauce every other 
place uses, which is to say they’re nei¬ 
ther bad nor memorable. There are no 
surprises with the rest of the appetiz¬ 
ers. We’re talking onion rings, jalapeno 
poppers, fried zucchini and tater tots. If 
you’re thinking about ordering at least 
two out of the four, you might as well opt 


for the sampler, which has all of them 
served along with some of those wings on 
a gigantic oblong platter that somehow 
makes you very conscious of how much 
fried food you just ordered at once. The 
rings are heavily breaded; the poppers 
ooze the usual cream cheese after you 
breach the crunchy outer shell. The fried 
zucchini is lightly battered, its hot juices 
capable of scalding your tongue if you 
eat it too soon. Yet it’s the tater tots you 
covet. There’s an option to have the tots 
doused in chili, bacon, cheese and onions, 
but you’ll figure you’re doing enough 
damage here just the way they are. 

After the Fryolator indulgence of the 
sampler, you probably won’t need the 
fried pickle spears. The Woods isn’t the 
only bar in downtown Fullerton to offer 
them, but somehow this rendition is less 
appetizing than others, with the intensity 
of pickle juice not tamed but oddly ampli¬ 
fied by heat. To offset this and the other 
fried apps, you may be tempted by the sal¬ 
ads, especially the one with cranberries, 
apples, walnuts, red onions and chicken, 
but it’s the kind of ham-fisted attempt at 
a salad you expect of a bar—the whole 
thing not very well composed or easy to 
eat. The apple slices are fanned out on 
the edge of the plate as though they were 
meant to be decorative and the grilled 
chicken breast meat is unceremoniously 
plopped atop the iceberg lettuce pieces 
after being chopped into long strips. 

The best dish, you’ll be surprised, is 
the meatloaf. You can opt to have it as a 
sandwich, but the textbook-thick slab is 


best served on a dinner plate, topped with 
not just melted cheese, white gravy, and 
an onion ring, but also two crispy pieces 
of bacon. Two sides from an array of 
choices come with it, but save the fries for 
the fish and chips. The peas and carrots 
and the garlic mashed potato are both 
preordained by fate to be paired with the 
loaf—a meal with so much warmth and 
comfort, it fortifies you for the drinking to 
be done ahead. 

A decent burger can also be had here, 
but The Woods also attempts other sand¬ 
wiches such as an open-face rib-eye and 
a Baja fish torta; there’s even a chicken- 
and-waffie sandwich a la Bruxie. The 
fried hunk of hen is done well, breaded to 
a ruddy crust, drizzled in a spicy honey 
sauce and saddled with some coleslaw, 
but the waffle it’s folded under never 
stood a chance—it’s soggy and limp even 
before it arrives. Also, the house-made 
potato chips the sandwich can come with 
are burnt and bitter. 

Despite the enthusiastic recommen¬ 
dations of the waitress, it’s best to skip 
the Nutella wontons for dessert. It has a 
cardboard chew and at times can taste as 
though the fryer oil it’s cooked in hasn’t 
been changed since the Dubya era. Opt 
instead for another pint, because—let’s 
face it—that’s what you should come for.

A very unique thing we do on the wine 
side is save a bottle from each batch from 
the previous year and open it that night. 
What is your favorite beer? 

BrewBakers’ Oatmeal Wheat Stout 84. 

On the market, it would be Yeti by Great 
Divide Brewery. 

One food you can’t live without 
I have two—Cheerios and mac and cheese. 
It is interesting how mac and cheese has 
gone from a cheap home meal to gourmet. 
BrewBakers offers a noodle sandwich, 
grilled cheese with mac and cheese on our 
great spent grain bread, and a mac and 
cheese pizza! 

Tell us about the hops you grow. 

We grow them for decoration, but when 
we get a good crop, we recommend 
them to customers and use them in our 
batches—mostly for dry hopping. 

Strangest thing you ever drank: 

It’s a beer that tried to duplicate the taste 
of a doughnut. They achieved it, but it’s 
not for me. 

Most undervalued ingredient: 

Honey is great in beer and bread. 

We hear you also brew lobsters. 

We do a Lobster Brew Ha Ha for which 
we cook lobsters in our brew kettles. A 
management team brewed five batches. 
Walk us through the brewing process. 
Brewing at BrewBakers is fun, easy and 
clean. We always say you do the fun part.

and we take care of the mess.... It takes 
approximately two hours to brew a batch. 
You come back two weeks later and spend 
about an hour to bottle and put on the 
personal label that we help you create. You 
can keg beer, too. We say you need three 
parties: one to brew, one to bottle and one 
to drink the stuff. When bottling your beer, 
it is cold, carbonated and ready to drink! 
Let’s discuss your love of baking. 

When I was 11,1 used to drive with Mom 
to pick up Dad at the bakery. I actually 
started working there when I was 13, and 
worked through high school and college. 
My dad would say, “Learn the bakery, and 
then do what you want. You will always 
have a job.” 

As I tried other things, I would always 
end up on the bakery side in sales, tech 
service and even my own brokerage busi¬ 
ness selling bakery products to super¬ 
markets. I developed a passion for the 
bread and even went to school to learn 
more about the science of baking and 
formulation. Later, my wife bought me a 
home-brew kit, and I started exploring 
microbrews. I would see a real relation¬ 
ship between the ingredients of the beer 
and breads. 

Best tip for the home brewer: 

I like to tell a new home brewer to brew at 
BrewBakers first so they can pick our brain. 
What are your most popular beers and breads?

Downtown Long Beach finally gets a 
Mediterranean restaurant worth visiting 


T he plight of 130 Pine Avenue over 
the last few years is a direct reflec¬ 
tion of the changing culinary land¬ 
scape of downtown Long Beach. When I 
first moved to the LBC seven years ago, 
the prime dining drag was a paradoxical 
mix of high-end restaurants and seedy 
nightclubs, and 130 Pine was a Hooters. 
When the house of wings moved into the 
tourist-driven Pike on the shoreline in 
2011, Belmont Shore mainstay La Creperie 
chose the location for another installment 
of its French bistro concept. But down¬ 
town isn’t Second Street, and both the cav¬ 
ernous interior space and Euro-style patio 
remained consistently empty as downtown 
diners passed on the bougie crepe trend 
(the smaller Creme de la Crepe still strug¬ 
gles a few blocks away). 

Over the summer, however, the Leba¬ 
nese owners of La Creperie quietly con¬ 
verted 130 into La Shish, a Mediterranean 
kitchen and kebab house that relies less on 
meals catering to Yelp reviews and more 
on family recipes. The result is down¬ 
town’s only Middle Eastern restaurant, a 
field oversaturated in the Shore, but sparse 
in the historic core where George’s Greek 
Cafe and Kabob Curry’s Pakistani/Indian 
food has sufficed for years. 

I stumbled into La Shish the day after 
they began serving kafta kebab sand¬ 
wiches and homemade hummus and 
have been going at least once a week 
ever since, wooed back by an extensive 
lunch menu and a Syrian chef who is not 
afraid to admit his love affair with garlic. 
Under the head chef’s direction, kebabs 
are stuffed with golf-ball-sized marinated 
meat chunks cooked to moisture-retaining 
perfection. Once placed on abed of but¬ 
tery pilaf, the meat (I go for the chicken) 
is coated in a thin sauce of eggplant, 
tomato, red peppers and garlic that leaves 
the meat with a fiery orange glow. Sur¬ 
rounded by grilled vegetables with edges 
blackened by fiames and accompanied by 
a ramekin of a whipped garlic sauce called

toom. La Shish’s kebab plates are infinitely 
more fiavorful than the Greek-inspired 
ones served across the street at George’s, 
making them an archetype for what we 
can all only hope to achieve with our own 
barbecue experiments. For a few dollars 
less than the plates ($7.95), La Shish’s 
sandwiches roll the same juicy meat (try 
the shawarma or falafel) in a pita along 
with either a garlic aoli or a thin tahini 
sauce for a hand-held version of the knife- 
and-fork specials. Just order the sammies 
without pickles; otherwise the vinegar 
overpowers everything else like an over¬ 
relished ballpark dog. 

After swapping owners and names the 
last few years, 130 Pine seems to have 
found its calling as the home of Mediter¬ 
ranean food in downtown. Though the res¬ 
taurant comes alive at night (hookahs are 
available for around $20 and belly dancers 
entertain at the table like a mariachi band), 
lunching amid freshly painted Lebanese 
frescos and talking casual with the knowl¬ 
edgeable Middle Eastern waitresses makes 
midday mealtime worth the drive.

I first tasted this liqueur at the legend¬ 
ary Brown Hotel in Louisville and found 
it again at the Buffalo Trace Distillery in 
Frankfort, which I do declare to be heaven 
on Earth. There, the tour guide gave the 
chica and I a taste. 

THE DRINK

chocolate cut by Buffalo Trace's 
legendary bourbon.

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Keep on Pushing, From Inside 

The Sut/erfinds urgency in the conventional

A t the movies, straightforward story¬ 
telling, the kind in which a director 
and his cast push a story forward 
in waves of action and feeling, has become 
so out of fashion it’s almost avant-garde. 
Moviegoers, it seems, need to be cool: 
not too moved, not too surprised, not too 
impressed. We wouldn’t want to be taken 
in, would we? We know we’ve seen it all 
before—even when we haven’t. 

We haven’t seen a movie like Lee Dan¬ 
iels’ The Butler. The world of mainstream 
film isn’t teeming with multigenerational 
sagas set against the backdrop of the civil 
rights movement, nor is it rife with movies 
in which all the white actors—big ones— 
appear only in supporting roles. 

The Butler—a. sort of mini-history of 
late 20th-century black America as seen 
through the eyes of one longtime White 
House domestic worker, played by Forest 
Whitaker—is blunt where it needs to be. 
Sometimes it’s too didactic or sentimental, 
but unlike Daniels’ previous pictures. Pre¬ 
cious and The Paperboy, it doesn’t pretend to 
audacious storytelling. Daniels is that rare 
contemporary filmmaker who’s not afraid 
of melodrama. The Butler is so old school it 
feels modern: Stylistically, it could have been 
made 30 years ago, but its time is now. 

The Butler opens, inauspiciously with 
stiff voiceover: Whitaker’s character, Cecil 
Gaines, tells the story of his childhood 


picking cotton in 1920s Georgia. Cecil 
learns early on that he’s at the mercy of 
the white folk for whom he and his par¬ 
ents work. The plantation owner’s son (a 
sociopath played by Alex Pettyfer) first 
rapes Cecil’s mother (Mariah Carey), and 
then murders his father (David Banner). 

As a grudging act of recompense—you’d 
hardly call it kindness—the family matri¬ 
arch (played unflinchingly by Vanessa 
Redgrave) invites Cecil into the big house 
to train as a domestic servant, though that’s 
not the phrase she actually uses. 

The invitation changes Cecil’s life. He 
learns good manners and discretion, quali¬ 
ties that serve him well when he eventu¬ 
ally becomes a waiter at a swanky hotel 
(Clarence Williams III is the supervisor 
who gives him his big break) and later 
earns a slot as a butler at the White House, 
where he serves under eight presidents, 
beginning with Robin Williams’ Dwight D. 
Eisenhower. (Others are played by James 
Marsden, Liev Schreiber, John Cusack and 
Alan Rickman, all impeccably cast; Sch- 
reiber’s LB J is particularly robust, barking 
orders from the toilet seat as his beagles 
flop around him like tired minions.) The 
Butler is adapted from a 2008 Washington 
Post article by Wil Haygood, detailing 
the story of real-life White House butler 
Eugene Allen. 

Cecil is happy enough in his line of 


work, which allows him to ably support his 
kids and his wife, Gloria (Oprah Winfrey). 
But his elder son, Louis (David Oyelowo), 
chafes under the status quo; he first 
becomes one of the Freedom Riders and 
later joins the Black Panthers. You could 
call that a basic generation-gap screenwrit¬ 
ing contrivance, or you could call it a smart 
way to dramatize the turmoil and neces¬ 
sary change brought about by the civil- 
rights movement. It’s both: Cecil may yearn 
for white people’s respect, but his children 
understandably want to push for more. 

In Precious, the characters were walking 
symbols for the worst horrors of inner-city 
life. The Butler puts its characters first. 
Daniels re-creates some of the most potent 
and horrific images of the civil-rights era, 
including those of young black protest¬ 
ers being blasted with fire hoses. But his 
approach is, for the most part, more per¬ 
sonal than instructional. You can see where 
everyone’s coming from in The Butler, why 
some characters are afraid to ask for more 
while others dare to demand it. When 
Cecil says, in voiceover, “Any white man 
can kill any of us at any time and not be 
punished for it,” it’s impossible to not think 
of events in modern-day Florida. 

There’s something else going on here, 
too. There are more terrific black actors in 
Hollywood than there are good roles they 
might actually land. The Butler creates an 


open, freeing space for lots of these per¬ 
formers. Cuba Gooding Jr., Terrence How¬ 
ard, Lenny Kravitz, Yaya Alafia: Everybody’s 
good. Whitaker is one of those observant, 
understated performers who says every¬ 
thing between the lines. His Cecil has spent 
a lifetime being deferential to white people, 
but as one character cannily points out, 
subservience can be quietly subversive. 

Winfrey may be the finest of all. You’d 
think she might turn Gloria into a snoozy 
role model. Gloria is flawed (she drinks), 
but Winfrey knows when to go for laughs, 
too—she takes the role seriously without 
making it self-serious. One night, after she 
and Cecil have been arguing, Gloria rouses 
herself from bed—she’s just a little bit 
sozzled—and goes over to her vanity mir¬ 
ror, where she applies a coat of lipstick as 
meticulously as only a truly angry woman 
can. She taunts her husband: “I bet you 
wish I spoke French, just like Jack-ay.” 
There’s bitterness in that moment, but 
Winfrey also makes it funny. This is the 
opposite of great-lady acting—it’s some¬ 
thing much better, more vibrant and alive, 
and whatever The Butler’s flaws may be, 
Winfrey’s off-the-cuff fortitude is emblem¬ 
atic of its spirit. Daniels has made a proper 
movie, with all the conventionality that 
implies, yet it’s progressive in its heart. 
Sometimes the best way to fight the power 
is to bend it to your will.

KICK-ASS 2 Despite the giddy, gory 
ridiculousness of Kick-Ass 2, this 
summer's most violent yet least 
punishing comic-book movie, there's 
a kernel of ugly human truth at the 
core of the Kick-Ass fantasy. In 
the first issue of Mark Millar and 
John Romita Jr.'s Kick-Ass comic, 
a high school twerp dons a wetsuit 
to clean up the streets. This white 
boy's first adventure: calling black 
graffiti taggers "homos," threatening 
them with fighting sticks, and getting 
his ass stomped in brutal detail the 
movies can't match. It's a reminder 
that the impulse toward costumed 
do-goodery isn't far removed from 
the impulses of the sons of bitches 
who argue that Trayvon Martin 
had it coming. The first Kick-Ass 
flick tidied all that up. The taggers 
become carjackers, one white and 
one black, and they've previously 
mugged the costumed aggressor, so 
there's nothing complex or upsetting 
about the confrontation. Kick-Ass 
the movie just asked us to get juiced 
on the wild vigilantism. Kick-Ass 2 
doesn't ask for much more, but this 
time the juice gushes with impres¬ 
sive consistency. Kick-Ass (Aaron 
Taylor-Johnson) throws in with a 
league of misfit crimefighters orga¬ 
nized by Jim Carrey's Colonel Stars 
and Stripes, a gray-stubbled G.l. with 
a Jack Kirby jaw. With this crew, 
Kick-Ass takes the time to do the one 
thing all the other movie superheroes 
forgot to this year: save some people 
from problems that weren't a direct 
consequence of the existence of 
those superheroes. Hit-Girl (Chloe 
Grace Moretz), meanwhile, deepens 
into a full character as she takes on 
puberty and high school. Her scenes 
are surprisingly tender. Plucking 
up the courage to hang with the 
mean girls, she's even more compel¬ 
ling than when she's playing the 
pixie avenger. (R) Alan Scherstuhl.

ELYSIUM In Neill Blomkamp's dysto¬ 
pian science-fiction fantasy. Matt 
Damon's Max is a tattooed grunt 
stranded on the Earth of the future, 
a dismal, dried-out planet filled 
with have-nots who live short, brut¬ 
ish lives. The rich have long ago 
decamped to their own shiny, inhab¬ 
itable satellite, Elysium, where all 
its citizens enjoy miraculous health- 
o-matic machines installed in every 
home. Following a series of unfor¬ 
tunate events—on this future Earth, 
there is no other kind—Max accepts 
a mission to help his fellow citizens. 
Among the obstacles in his way are 
Elysium's super-defensive secretary- 
of-defense-type Delacourt (Jodie 
Foster), who makes her entrance 
in a Jetsons-worthy tailored white 
dress and a Tilda Swinton haircut, 
looking so sharp you could cut 
yourself on her flaring nostrils. You 
don't have to be a bloodhound to 
smell an allegory shaping up here, 
particularly if you've seen writer/ 
director Blomkamp's 2009 debut 
feature. District 9, in which members 
of an extraterrestrial race who have 
landed on Earth are forced to live in 
grimy slums while humans get the 
cushy suburbs. Elysium doesn't have 
District 9's brashness. Thematically it 
looks and feels almost like a sequel, 
made with a lot more money though 
not with more ingenuity or feeling, 
and while Blomkamp's message is 
morally stalwart, his delivery system 


sure is a bummer. You can see why 
Damon would be attracted to this 
material, whose politics are in line 
with his own. But he looks slug¬ 
gish even when he's on the run. In 
Elysium, not even cheerful, smart, 
principled, energetic Matt Damon 
can save the world without figu¬ 
ratively stopping every so often to 
say, "Oy! My back!" (R) Stephanie 
Zacharek.

THE SPECTACULAR NOW In The 
Spectacular Now, two kids as 
specific as you are fall into slow, 
uncertain love, their hearts filling 
up with each other but not always 
synchronously. You know that person 
you made out with one weekend 
in high school, the one whose kiss 
made the world fall away—but then 
breezed by like you didn't exist 
during Monday's passing period? 
There's plenty of that here, but with 
one thing that really would have 
helped back then: a clear sense of 
psychology. The lovers here are not 
a natural match, and when apart 
they have to dare themselves to 
keep going—it would be simpler for 
Sutter Keely (Miles Teller), a Georgia 
small town's king of beers, to party 
on without Aimee Finicky, a college- 
bound tutor-type whose wallflower- 
to-beauty transformation isn't ridicu¬ 
lous. Shailene Woodley's shy Aimee 
heads to school with bigger things 
to worry about than teen beauty— 
popular high school boys truly might 
be dumb enough not to notice her 
until the day she turns up fetchingly 
tanned and tank-topped at a camp¬ 


ground kegger. She's a tender, mov¬ 
ing creation, marvelously played. The 
movie is the boy's story, of course, 
as serious film romances unfailingly 
are. Fortunately, this boy is a slothful 
charmer, as drunk on his own good 
humor as he is on the contents of his 
flask, the kind of movable fiesta a 
young Tom Hanks could have played. 
Unlike his '80s comedy forbears, this 
slob is treated as a dismaying riddle 
rather than a beacon of everydude 
honesty—his challenge isn't to tri¬ 
umph over the stock-type snobs, it's 
to shape all his likable traits into a 
self with something to offer the adult 
world. (R) Alan Scherstuhl. Edwards 
University Town Center 6, Irvine. 

THE WAY, WAY BACK The Way, Way 
Back is a crowd-pleasing summer 
treat, predictable in its sweetness 
but satisfying all the same. It's like 
the multinationally branded ice 
cream sandwich you get on any 
pier in the Western Hemisphere— 
market-tested to appeal to as many 
people as possible (but you don't 
mind gobbling up). Though the script 
includes bits and pieces of writer/ 
directors Nat Faxon and Jim Rash's 
real childhoods, it's a slick debut 
that feels like a recycling of familiar 
coming-of-age materials. The film's 
sympathetic but indistinct center is 
14-year-old Duncan (Liam James), a 
hunched, shambling, inarticulate boy 
whose loneliness weighs him down 
as much as his slightly out-of-date 
Bieber bangs. He's an everyteen 
we're supposed to feel sorry for—his 
parents are divorced, his mom (Toni 


Collette) has found herself a dick 
boyfriend, Trent (Steve Carell), he 
doesn't have the sense not to wear 
long pants to the beach—but he's 
so devoid of personality that we 
wish happiness for him only in the 
reflexive way we want to pet a sorry- 
looking puppy. Duncan is driven 
into further solitude on one of those 
summer trips that's really a test of 
emotional fortitude: an extended 
stay at Trent's beach house. Like 
an angel in gas-station aviators. 


in swoops Owen (Sam Rockwell), 
the slacker manager of the dated- 
as-disco Water Wizz water park, 
to save Duncan from his misery. 
Owen performs alchemy on Duncan, 
transforming him from mini-Lurch 
into golden boy. But the magic is too 
strong; the transformation feels like 
a sleight of hand. It's like PInocchio 
in reverse: a real boy, after a few 
lessons from his father figure, learns 
to be a simulacrum of one. (PG-13)

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His Radiant Children 

The Fullerton Museunn Center’s Basquiat exhibit is lacking—but its other showing 

finds the artist’s legacy very much alive

I f all you know about the short life 
of painter Jean-Michel Basquiat is 
based on Julian Schnabel’s excel¬ 
lent 1996 feature film, you’ll have more 
info going in than you’re going to have 
when you leave the touring show “Jean- 
Michel Basquiat: An Intimate Portrait,” 
running through September at the Ful¬ 
lerton Museum Center. A New Yorker 
of Haitian descent, Basquiat was a 
pointedly political artist, deeply critical 
of a power structure that valued white 
heroes while ignoring those of color. 

His bright canvases were a mishmash 
of blocks of pigment, scrawled hand¬ 
writing, cryptic symbols, uplift-the- 
race words and personal references—a 
stream of consciousness captured in 
oil. Andy Warhol was so enamored of 
his work that he took the young artist 
under his wing, treating him as though 
he were his son (according to the very 
good 2010 documentary Jean-Michel 
Basquiat: The Radiant Child, shown on 
a loop in the gallery). Unfortunately, 
when the two men exhibited together, 
the show was critically lambasted, the 
embarrassment and disappointment 
eventually isolating Basquiat from his 
mentor. When Warhol died suddenly in 
1987, Basquiat’s grief escalated his drug 
use into full-time drug abuse, his career 
interrupted by the heroin overdose that 
killed him in 1988. 

The photographs on display, by Bas¬ 
quiat’s friend Nicholas Taylor, capture 
the young man a decade 
before that sad death, 
when he was still in 
his artistic infancy. 

Black and white, from 
one roll of film, and all 
taken on what looks to 
be the same night, we 
see the artist looking at 
(or fully ignoring) the 
camera, at turns con¬ 
templative, dismissive, 
preening and attentive. 

Accompanied by gos¬ 
sipy, but otherwise use¬ 
less anecdotes (unless 
you care that Madonna 
slept with Basquiat 
for a time or used the 
photographer to mind- 
fuck an old boyfriend), 
the exhibition is fairly 
unexceptional. Save 
one or two images in 
which the lighting makes the young 
artist resemble a film-noir character, 
the pictures look like a Photography 101 
student asking a friend to pose for him. 

Though the entire affair is laid out 
well, it’s clear curator Michael J. Beam 
knows he doesn’t have much to work 



with, resorting to the aforementioned 
documentary—which you can watch on 
Netflix—a couple of completely under¬ 
whelming reproductions of Basquiat 
paintings and a sound recording of his 
work with experimental noise-rock 
band Gray (which wasn’t working the 
day I attended). The only thing that 
deserves mention is the vibrant mural 
displayed on the gallery’s back wall by 
local artist Jouvon Michael Kingsby. 

A near-perfect riff on Basquiat’s imag¬ 
ery, the graffiti-inspired piece is so 
good it ends up 
overwhelming the 
rest of the exhibit. 
Worth the paltry 
price of admis¬ 
sion all by itself, 
a wise curator 
would do well to 
give Kingsby his 
own show, instead 
of using him as an 
addendum. 

As I headed 
toward the exit, the 
front-desk clerk 
asked me if I’d seen 
the small exhibi¬ 
tion in the intimate 
Foyer Gallery, the 
bathroom-sized 
space just past the 
gift shop. Not men¬ 
tioned in the press 
release or posted 
about anywhere where I could see it, 

I would have walked away without 
viewing it. I’m delighted she said some¬ 
thing, however, as the gallery reveals 
several gems from graffiti muralist Clint 
Kalima, LA painter GERMS and pho¬ 
tographer Franz Criego. 



Curated with taste and an imagina¬ 
tive eye by Kelly Chidester, the work 
neatly dovetails with the work of Bas¬ 
quiat, since the late painter influenced 
all three one way or another. Kalima’s 
spray-painted walls of graffiti—one a 
masked figure right out of Borderlands 
and two rows of large teal and orange 
cursive letters across the other—deliv¬ 
ers the perfect backdrop for the work 
of the other two artists, several whited- 
out panels providing a frame to some 
of GERMS’ (mostly) unframed oil on 
wood paintings and Criego’s framed 
photographs. GERMS’ work is the most 
ambitious and difficult to describe, as 



well as the most obviously inspired by 
Basquiat, his paintings a very personal, 
multi-influenced art smoothie: Retro 
grotesqueries (slimy avocado-green 
paint, paisley paramecium and bright 
Mod-’60s circles), Chicano pop (lucha 
lihre masks, the ubiquitous Catholicism) 
and alternative culture (aliens, creature 
features, Charles Bukowski, the cartoon 
Regular Show) are all thrown into the 
mix. Add a dripping brown nicotine 
sheen to each picture, and the resulting 
hybrid is mysterious, weird and discom¬ 
fiting, akin to something you might find 
under a very interesting rock. Criego’s 
modestly priced photos of graffiti- 
bombed walls and railroad cars, each 
placed in a small gold frame, neatly con¬ 
textualizes as fine art what might oth¬ 
erwise be disregarded as vandalism or 
symptoms of urban blight. The photos, 
all taken in out-of-the-way places, bring 
the hidden out into the open—much 
like Chidester’s mini exhibition—and 
seems perfectly at home in the museum 
center’s tiny, not-to-be neglected gal¬ 
lery space.

Y ou may have heard of a little something 
called the Cronut. The croissant-dough- 
nut love child was launched three months 
ago at Dominique Ansel Bakery in New York 
City, where people are still waiting in two- 
hour lines in the hopes of getting a taste of 
the flaky, buttery, cream-injected treat (only 
200 are made each day). On Craigslist, one 
man even offered to exchange the cult pas¬ 
tries for sexual favors.

Obscenely good. There are four varieties 
of the Dornut available (each for $3.95): 
custard, cinnamon sugar, chocolate and, 
on occasion, strawberry jam; I tried the 
custard and cinnamon sugar. Each layer 
is soft, dense and chewy—like a beignet 
done right. The guy at the counter told me 
that while Cronuts are more expensive 
than a typical doughnut, we'd be amazed 
by how much dough goes into each one. 
The custard was rich; the cinnamon sugar 
tasted like a churro.

Ulrich Schnauss slowly soars toward surrealism

A t some point in the early 1990s, 
liner notes pushed a teenaged 
Ulrich Schnauss toward a pro¬ 
found revelation. As a young enthusiast 
of then-hot electronic music styles 
such as acid house and Detroit techno, 
Schnauss was so enamored with the 
concept of that genre that he used his 
favorite artists to give him a history 
lesson on the form as a whole. Frequen¬ 
cies—the 1991 debut album from British 
techno outfit LFO (not to be confused 
with the American pop group of the same 
name)—provided a crucial gateway. That 
record’s sleeve shouted out to such inno¬ 
vative electronic names as Yellow Magic 
Orchestra, Kraftwerk and Tangerine 
Dream. Schnauss’ affection for LFO led 
him to Tangerine Dream’s Stratosfear, 
a 1976 album from Edgar Froese’s long- 
running and immensely prolific project. 
That band would have particularly pow¬ 
erful resonance with Schnauss. 

“It is electronic music on a formal 
level, but on an emotional level, it’s 
very human, and the human being that 
controls the instrument always remains 
the priority, so they never had this man/ 
machine aesthetic like Kraftwerk,” he 
says. “That kind of dichotomy is always 
something that really appealed to me: 
to use electronic instrumentation to 
create something very human and 
organic rather than [something] being 
completely taken over by technology, 
basically, and the human being almost 
becoming secondary.” 


Working today as a musician and pro¬ 
ducer still smitten with electronic and 
ambient music, the German-born, now- 
London-based 35-year-old (who also 
handles keyboards in British shoegaze 
outfit Engineers) keeps many of Tan¬ 
gerine Dream’s aesthetic angles in play 
for himself, despite being raised with a 
conservative musical education. Schnauss 
started studying piano at age 7 and spent 
the next eight years relishing the idea of 
“making noise” when he could, but main¬ 
taining mixed feelings about his overall 
enjoyment of and interest in the instru¬ 
ment. Around age 12, he acquired his 
first keyboard, which contained a built- 
in sequencer; that set him on the path 
toward making his own compositions. 
During the 1990s, he focused on produc¬ 
ing drum-and-bass tracks, as well as other 
forms of dance music. 

In 2001, he issued Far Away Trains 
Passing By, his first album under his 
own name (as opposed to aliases such 
as Ethereal 77 and View to the Future) 
and turned his focus toward shoegaze- 
inspired electronica. But after complet¬ 
ing 2007’s Goodbye, he felt worn out by 
that approach. 

February’s A Long Way to Fall, 
Schnauss’ fourth album as himself, marks 
a kind of introduction to a third period. 
The difference between records isn’t 
dramatic—both Goodbye and A Long 
Way feature warm, dulcet tunes that 
are shaped in the awe-inducing sprawl 
of the Milky Way—but Goodbye has 


crunchy moments of rock-born distor¬ 
tion, whereas A Long Way is packed with 
sparkly melodies that feel wholeheartedly 
electronic-music-oriented in execution. 
Over time, Schnauss emphasizes, he 
plans to move away from “genre music” 
and cut out signifiers (such as electronic- 
music software plug-ins) that could link 
his work to certain dated subgenres or 
trends. This means an increased focus on 
stripping elements from songs. Schnauss’ 
goals are to make sounds that are “more 
and more pure” and music that has a 
more timeless sensibility. 

Schnauss came from “what you could 
probably call quite a rough upbringing 
with a lot of violence and stuff like that,” 
he says. Partially because of that, he 
began holding tight to the idea of music 
as a means of escapism—both as a listener 
and creator. In a February interview with 
Rocksucker, he noted that he has spent 
the past two decades attempting to re¬ 
create something he heard in his head as 
a child—“a music that’s symphonic in the 
way that many different layers of sound 
interact with one another and that has an 
overall ‘surrealist,’ otherworldly impact.” 

Speaking to OC Weekly, he affirms 
the importance of that dream. “When 
I was probably 7 or 8 years old, I used 
to lie awake at night for long times 
and just imagine music. This was even 
before I had an idea about electronic 
music,” Schnauss says. “Ever since then, 
I always thought, ‘One day, I’d like to 
try to make this kind of music.’ That’s 
something I’m trying to move closer and 
closer toward, but I think that’s going to 
be a long process.”

Breathtaking 

Examining the brutal breakidowns anid 
whirlwinid travels of Touche Amore

L ooking into the hardcore punk land¬ 
scape today, if you’re an outsider, 
things tend to get a little confusing. 
Touche Amore is a post-hardcore band 
that is changing what it means and sounds 
like to be a punk band, combing elements 
of’90s screamo and post-hardcore with 
an intense work ethic and never-ending 
tour schedule. 

Hearing the words screamo or post¬ 
hardcore usually conjures images of 
tattoo-covered Warped Tour scene bands 
such as Of Mice and Men. But that’s not 
at all Touche Amore. 

“No way, not at all,” front man Jeremy 
Bolm says when asked if he would ever 
play Warped Tour. “Nothing against 
our friends who have done it. Last year. 
Title Fight; this year, Defeater is doing it, 
which is fine. I appreciate that there are 
honest bands that are on it.” 

Bolm continues, “There are kids who 
have no idea about this world, who if 
they see a band like Title Fight or a 
band like Defeater that maybe it will 
open their eyes a little bit to our world 
as opposed to a world with misogyny 
and ignorance and nothing to offer any¬ 
body which is what 95 percent of what 
Warped Tour is.” 

The band get their own brand of post¬ 
hardcore from such bands as Pg. 99 and 
Orchid. “When the band started, we 
loved a lot of that ’90s screamo stuff,” 
Bolm says, “but the hardcore kids in us 
sort of took a step out—or further, where 
we didn’t just sound like a straightfor¬ 
ward, ’90s screamo band. There were 
hardcore elements.” 

Initially, Touche Amore showed a 
lot more of their hardcore side, but on 
their most recent album. Parting the 
Sea Between Brightness and Me, they 
exhibited more of their throat-shredding 
screamo side—a sound fashioned by 
some of their brutal landmark infiuences. 


including Converge, American Nightmare 
and Hope Conspiracy. 

Besides being sonic ally different from 
what most bands are doing. Touche 
Amore are also touring at a rate that few 
bands dare compete with. “The time 
when we were between Australia and 
Europe, we were going from New Zea¬ 
land, Australia, Singapore, Indonesia and 
Malaysia to Europe. We had 17 flights in 10 
days,” Bolm says. “A lot of the flights had 
issues with baggage and fees; we almost 
got deported at one point. Ever 5 l;hing that 
could have gone wrong had gone wrong. 
That two weeks probably took about three 
years off of all of our lives with the amount 
of stress.” 

Touche Amore found themselves play¬ 
ing a total of 167 shows on four continents 
last year. “It was a lot of work,” Bolm says 
with a laugh. “I don’t regret it at all. If I 
could go back I would space things out a 
little more. It got to a point where all of us 
had tunnel vision.” 

Onstage, the band blast through their 
set in chunk, playing four or five of their 
under-two-minute tracks together with no 
breaks. There is no pause for clapping or 
for anyone to catch a breath; it’s as abrasive 
as it is breathtaking. 

They are now working on their third 
album, to be released by Deathwish 
Records in the fall. “It’s exciting; it’s going 
to be nice to not have to stress about it any¬ 
more. It’s been a long process... but we’ve 
been working on it since we got home from 
tour,” Bolm says. “I don’t know what to do 
with myself now that it’s being mastered.”

that it's abstract. I don't even really know 
what's going on anymore," Kim says. 

"It is by choice that I listen to North 
Korean music, but I feel like I don't have 
a choice." 

Unsurprisingly, one of Kim's favor¬ 
ite topics of conversations is politics. 
Between announcing and playing songs 
from a laptop—as opposed to the CDs or 
vinyl his colleagues use—Kim rebuts a 
few questions about his disillusionment 
with communism. "I know the DNRK 
[North Korea] isn't perfect, but America 
isn't either," he says. 

The situation between North and 
South Korea is something that really 
hits home for Kim, a political science 
major and South Korean citizen. "South 
Korea is an American colony," he says. 
"Everything they do must be okayed by 
the U.S. South Korean culture is very 
anti-communist. Most people there are 
bourgeoisie or brainwashed working- 
class; they are trained from birth to hate 
North Korea. They associate anything 
communist with their own distorted view 
of North Korea." 

Kim emigrated to America when he 
was 4 years old. "My parents lived under 
several South Korean presidents, a lot 
of them fascist military leaderships," 
he explains. "They admire—as do many 
South Koreans—Park Chung Hee," refer¬ 
ring to the South Korean despot. 

The makeup of the show doesn't 
seem too eclectic to the unknowing 
listener. The songs mostly resemble 
military anthems that even Kim admits 
sound vaguely similar to the theme 
music for cartoon villains. "Recently, 

I've been listening and playing more 
North Korean music," he says. "I used 
to play more Soviet and German music; I 
even played yodeling." 

His show used to include a segment 
called "Random Anthem." 

"I play an instrumental version of a 
country's national anthem and listeners 
would call in and guess to win a prize," 
Kim says. "The prizes are usually Soviet 
medals or a poster or something."

D J John Kim is a communist and a Karl 
Marx-loving socialist. He's also down 
to earth, extremely friendly, despite 
being unsurprisingly alienated by our 
modern pop culture. 

Kim is sitting in a chair in the KUCI 
studios surrounded by CDs and vinyl 
from every genre and time period. "This 
is Radio Internationale, the greatest 
socialist-music show in the Western 
Hemisphere." He pauses before adding, 
"And the only." 

Kim first came up with the line for his 
now-3-year-old show after a guest called 
the station to ridicule his beliefs. When a 
call comes into the KUCI hot line, a light 
flashes; Kim turns off the microphone 
from the archaic-looking mixing board 
and removes his actual, antique Soviet 
headphones and answers:"Hello, this is 
Radio Internationale." 

KUCI has two major rules: no main¬ 
stream music, and talk shows must exam¬ 
ine topics mainstream radio won't touch. 
These guidelines have led to many wind- 
erfully bizarre programs at the college 
station over the years, but Kim's radio 
show isn't just anti-mainstream; under 
most definitions, it's anti-American. 

"It stemmed from my interest in his¬ 
tory," says Kim, wearing a green army 
jacket. "With the ideology must come 
some music." World War II always fasci¬ 
nated him. "I was really into Germany and 
Russia. It got me thinking about the USSR. 
I wondered what their music sounded 
like." In a new segment, Kim dissects 
traditional news stories, including that on 
an Obama speech on the economy, and 
predicts the fall of capitalism.

F or years, uptight people have been 
accusing various metal bands of 
influencing their flock with hidden 
messages that could only be heard by play¬ 
ing the vinyl backward. Overnight, this 
“backmasking” became a threat to national 
security, especially after Dan Rather played 
clips of hidden messages on CBS Evening 
News in 1982. Led Zeppelin and Pink Floyd 
were also implicated in promoting Satanic 
messages that “can manipulate our behav¬ 
ior without our knowledge or consent and 
turn us into disciples of the Antichrist.”

“In the dead of the night, love bites” is 
just one of the infamous messages spewed 
by Judas Priest. A different hidden mes¬ 
sage—“Do it”—led to the band standing 
trial in 1990, after two young men com¬ 
mitted suicide. 

PINK FLOYD, “EMPTY SPACES” 

“Congratulations. You have just 
discovered the secret message. Please 
send your answer to Old Pink, care of the 
Funny Farm, Chalfont.” When I heard this 
message, I thought for sure I’d receive a 
prize for discovering the hidden meaning. 

I even sent a letter in care of the Funny 
Farm. Later, a friend told me that Roger 
Waters was simply referring to Syd Barrett. 
So I sent him a letter as well, but I never 
received a reply. 

FRANK ZAPPA, “HOT POOP” (ORIGI¬ 
NALLY “MOTHER PEOPLE”) 

“Better look around before you say you 
don’t care/shut your fucking mouth ’bout 
the length of my hair/How would you 
survive/If you were alive/Shitty little 
person?”
